Basketball participation 



Survey indicates women's basketball 
may be on long-term growth track 

A mniey by the American RaskHhall 
Council reveals that basketball parlicipa- 
tion by Jemales is on a long-term growth 
path. 

Allhotigh basketball participation rates 
for males have grown faster and are at high- 
er levels in all age groups, female partici- 
pation in basketball at ages 18 and younger 
indicates that significant future growth is 
almost certain. 

I'fw ABC study found that 12.2 million 
females played basketball at least once in 
1992, an increa.se of about 11 percent over 
an 11 million jigiire in 19H7. Alnmst 75 per- 
cent of the female players in 1992 — eight 
million — lucre age 1 7 or under. 

"Clearly the growth in female participa- 
tion is com cut rated among younger play- 
ers, "said (•regg Hartley, executive director 
nj .\IU ',. wliicli is (in assoi ialion of <SS com- 



panies that manufacture and distribute bas- 
ketball equipment. "Basketball play by 
women drops sharply after the age of 18, as 
it does with mciny sports. In lime, though, 
we should see more women continuing to 
play ttie game into their 20s and beyond, as 
men do. " 

Not only is the drop for women ages 18 
and older greater than for men {from 4 7 per- 
cent to 75 percent for women as opposed to 
67 percent to 40 percent for men), the aver- 
age number of days in which the game is 
played also drops at a much faster rate. Hoys 
between 12 and 17 luho played basketball 
played an average of 6 3 days in 1 992; girls 
the same age played an average oj 47 days. 
Male basketball players belruern IS and 24 
competed an average of ^6 days — an 11 
percml drop — but Jor icimien. the (werage 
number of days dropped lo 2 > — a 5/ fjer- 
cenl decrease.

Once there, the boy was fixated with 
Caldwell, who paced the sideline wearing a 
jersey witliout pads and a knee brace. 
.Swart/lander gave Caldwell a fianiier that he 
made for the game. Caldwell, a junior defen- 
sive hack, held up the work for the crowd to 
see. 

At the team's last home game November 
fi against I.ehigh University, Swartzlander 
was summoned to tlie field by tlie public- 
address aiiiioiincer. He watched the game 
from the Bucknell sideline, and (laldwell 
gave Swartzlander his jcisey at the end of the 
game. 

"John is a hero in this house," Swait/- 
laiider's motlicr told tlie sports information 
staff at Bucknell. "The wliole thing is reaffy 
sometliing. They just bonded. This is the 
kinri of thing vcni see in movies. 1 can't 
believe how much of a difference John tias 
made in Donnie's life. You see so many peo- 
ple wfio are me, me, me, and I just wisfi tliere 
were more people in the world like John."

Ward wins Heisman Trophy 



Excess-revenue checks to be mailed 



Charlie Ward of Florida State 
completed an impressive collection 
of individual football awards De- 
cember 11 by winning the Heis- 
man Trophy. 

Ward, who has quarterbacked 
the Seminolcs to an 11-1 record 
and a berth in the Federal Express 
Orange Bowl January 1, won the 
award by the second-biggest voting 
margin in history. 

Runners-up in the voting were 
underclassmen Heath Shuler of 
Tennessee and David Palmer of 



Alabama, who finished second 
and third, respectively. 

Ward passed for 27 touchdowns 
this season and completed 264 of 
380 passes for 3,032 yards. He set 
or tied 17 passing and offense 
records at Florida State, where he 
also is a basketball star. 

He also has won the Johnny 
Unitas Golden Arm Award, Walter 
Camp Trophy, Maxwell Award, Da- 
vey O'Brien Award and Toyota 
Leadership Award. 



Division I members socjii will 
receive checks frjr their pcjrticjn cjl 
a distribution cjf excess revenues 
from the 1992-93 fiscal year. 

At its Decemlier 5-6 meeting in 
Kansas City, Missouri, the NCIAA 
Executive (Committee voted to make 
a $7 million supplemental distrib- 
ution to Division 1 members. Half 
of that will lie distributed under the 
provisions of the basketball fund of 
the NCAA revenue-distrifiution 
plan, while the other half will be 
distributed under the provisicjiis of 
the plan's broad-based funds 
(grants-in-aid and sports sponsor- 
ship). 

The checks are expected to be 
mailed by carlyjanuary. 

Also, the Executive Committee 
voted to place $4 million of the 
unallocated surplus in the 
Association's funded operating 
reserve. That action was in keeping

To illustrate how spcjnsorship 
relates to bracket size, the

While a strong c:orrelati(jn dcjes 
exist, the presentiition may have 
left an impression that bracket 
expansion is automatic when 
sponsorship of a particular sport 
reaches a certain percentage.

Schools can embrace, 
control gender equity

It is iiulispul;ible that some fashion ol gen 
clcr equity will he iiiipleinenled within intei' 
collegiate athletics. Of key impoitance is that 
athletics depailinents have a meaningful role 
in that implementation process. 

In 1982, Washington State University began 
that etioil, and we revised it in 1987. The 
responsibility and the goal of Washington 
State University was to have a ratio of Tinan- 
( ial aid and paitieipalion that ecjualed the 
ratio ot male students to female students in 
the undeigraduatc population. The concerns 
of gender-equity ciitit s, and the hopes of gen- 
der-etjuity proponents, currently being 
expressed were present at Washington Stale 
and to a great extent have been addressed. 

Without question, the implementation 
choice of increasing opportunities foi female 
student-athletes in an attempt to reach a gen- 
der-ecjuitable progiam, as opposed to elimini- 
natiug oppoHunilies for male student ath 
letes, takes a ttemendous ccjmmitment of fis 
( al resourc es and facility sharing. However, 
the goals of all student-athletes, regaidless ol 
theii gender, can be addressed, and gender 
etjuity should not be looked on as a messen 
ger of intercollegiate athletics' demise as we 
know it. 

The essence of this movement stems from 
the undeniable fact that student athletes are 
representative of their institution of highei 
education. 

Financial aid represents the opportunity 
for the student to rjlitain a postsccoudary 
education. Participation is the accompanying 
oi)portunity for a student to benei'it iiom all 
of the positive asfjecis that inteicollegiate 
administrators know athletic s offers. Nrjt \o 
have these opportunities available on a gen 
der ec|uitable basis flies directly in the face of 
an institution's lole and mission. ~ 

The logical conclusion, which is supported 
hy the Knight Foundation ( kjinmission on 
Inteicollegiate Athletics, is for the central 
administration to embt ace an athletics 
department within the oveiall spectnim of 
campuswide re.spoiisif)ilities, including a 
financial i esponsibility on the part of the 
institution. To do so certainly will recjuire dif 
ficult decisions at the athletic s-departinent 
level. However, if it is approached as an

Why a I-A playoff is a bad idea

1 he aiHiual spate of howl games is 
not what 1 reler to (though there truly 
may l)e a slight oversupf>ly ot lltat prod- 
uct). Rathei , it is the coincident ral)id 
outcry in the media (oi a major-college 
loothiill playoll. 

The essential aigumcnt fbi suc h an 
event is straight forward but banal: the 
lelt necessity ol delei'inining an undis- 
puted, "ti lie ' national champion. A re 
s[)onsil)le ( ase against a playT)n ( an eas- 
ily be made, tliough, and I am sure 
most who have given serious thought 
to the matter (iiu hiding any proacade- 
mics segment of the audience) could 
come up w ith mulli|)le icasons .igainst 
one. Here is pan of my "top H) list" rjf 
reasons a Div ision I-A playoff is a ter- 
rible idea: 

■ It removes the |)ossibility of hav 
iiig more ih.ni one wiinier at the end 
of the season 

■ It undeninnes the bowl system, 
which has served college football so 
well. 

■ It still wcjuld rely on subje< tivily to 
select two, four, eight or 16 teams for a 
playoff. 

■ It would cause an intolerable elon- 
gation of the season, coiillicting with

final-exam schedules at most schools. 
(The Icjwcr clivisions' approach of stan- 
ing the playoffs earlier would not wcji k 
ill Division I-A because of tlie loss r;f 
regular-season games and the badlv 
needed revenue they generate. ) 

■ Who is to say a single-cliniinatif)n 
tournament identifies the "Ijest ' team 
any belter than using the overall results 
fjf an eiilire season, along wilh any ex- 
pert judgiiient, to develop a consensus 
ranking, as is presently done, more or 
less? Does anyone ri allv belii ve Vil- 
laiiova University had a better basket- 
ball team than (Fcoigetown L'niversity 
in 19K.^>? 

B What is wiong with having one 
major spoil that does things different- 
ly, for the sake of val iely.'' WTiy the com- 
pulsion for boring sameness across all 
sports? 

One ijailiculai Ibotljall playoll ])i()- 
posal deserves mention. Readers may 
recall that NCAA Executive Director 
Richard D. .S( fiull/ was one who ( liam- 
pioiied a postbc)wl, two-team playoff. 
Now, most of the preceding points a])- 
ply to this variation, as well, llowexer, 
there is C)ne aspect of the |>i oposal that 
merits favor: the enormous projec ted 
revenue (tens of millicjiis?) fioni such 
a s])ecial event, which possibly could be 
spread around the NCAA. 

Contrary to the fjaffling and absurd 
[jublic miseonceplioii, generating re- 
sources for universities is not an act of 
greed or evil. (Perhaps I am sensitive 
on ibis issue because of the unjust crit- 
icism my school, the f Iniveisily of Notre 



Dame, has taken.) 

Athletics revenue, at the least, subsi- 
di/cs nonrevenuc sports, which means 
less diverted from general academic 
funds, fliose few sc hoofs with an alli- 
lelics surplus are able tlieii to diret lly 
subsidize academics — and wluit liigli- 
er pur])()se can there Ijc for intercolle- 
giate sports? I realize I am preaching 
largely IC) the lonverted, but maybe the 
college athletics world needs to do a 
better job of educating the ])ubli< about 
these realities.

right, and at least tolerable to all 
parties concerned — except for tfie 
sports media, which are hysterical 
ly and pathologically obsessed wit h 
the issue. (Their reaction has ac- 
tually provided as much entertain- 
ment for some of us as any playoff 
would, as the proplayoff media re- 
veal an intolerance of ambiguity 
that, in turn, is a symptom of intel- 
lectual immaturity.) It would be es- 
pecially reckless to discard a 
promising alternative before it has 
had a fair chance to perform — 
namely the bowl coalition. 
Bear in mind, even before tile

coalitirjn, genuine disputes over 
who was really No. 1 were some- 
what rare, though they have fjeen 
more common recently. In the 25 
seasons from 1967 to 1991, inclu- 
sive, only five r)r six national 
championships were really subject 
to much argument, by my count. 

The bowl coalition, as advertised 
and for better or worse, has deliv- 
ered a No. 1 vs. No. 2 matchup in 
both years of its operation. This 
outcome would seem tc) be the best 
of both worlds, a quasi-national ti 
de game without tlie deirimental 
characteristics of a playoff. Of 
course, it all hinges on the reality, 
justice and integrity of the rating 



polls, which now appear to be 
profjlemalic and a real threat to the 
credibiliry of the process, though a 
correctable problem. 

rhis year, there has been a 
firestorm of criticism over Sonne 
questionable ordering of the top 
teams, the championship con- 
tenders. This is no less than un- 
derstandable, given the high slakes. 
Perhaps all the top teams except 
Florida State University have legit- 
imate complaini-s about their rank 
ings. 

Suljjectivity is inevitably a pan of 
any foresecafjle selection system. 
Emphatically, the present danger 



of subjectivity evolving into t)ias, 
prejudice and favoritism shcjuld be 
noted. This year, based on tcsti- 
inony in the media and observa- 
tion of polling results, some ele- 
ments of the football j)oll electorate 
appear to be driven fjy unorthodox 
motives, most transparendy the de- 
sire to assist a favorite team or po|> 
ular coacli, or to justify an early sea- 
son high ranking. 

If it becomes evident that the vot 
ing pattern is explicable in terms 
of bias, or even jealously against a 
particular tcaiii or ( oach, then the 
bowl coalition and ifie polls them 
selves become a fraud, and the sys- 
tem will collapse along with its iti-

extension of what higher educa- 
tion hopes to accomplish, and with 
recognition that atlileiics is in- 
cluded within the spectrum of high- 
er education, then gender equity 
becomes a foregone conclusion. 

If we look at financial aid with- 
in the context of education, a 
broad range of funding sources 
becomes applicable. 

Washington State is fortunate in 
having a central administration 
that supports studeirt-athletes, a leg- 
islature that appreciates the im- 
portance of gender equity and a 
staff that agrees on what is in the 
best interest of our student-athletes. 
With this support, we have devel- 
oped the creditability necessary to 
warrant our involvement in imple- 
menting the decisions necessary to 
obtain gender equity. It will not 
happen by isolation or by assum- 
ing that the effort will incapacitate 
men's sports. 

The greatest difficulty has been 
attempting this effort within a sin 
gular institution. If we address gen- 
der equity nationally, then we can 
control the impact and maintain 
the competitive nature that is cur 
rently enjoyed in men's sports, 
while improving the quality and 
competitiveness of wrjmen's sports.

Lions score 27 in last period 
to capture II championship 



Indiana (Pennsylvania) and 
North Alabama had played well all 
year. Well enough, in fact, to face 
each other in the Division II na- 
tional-championship game Decem- 
ber 1 1 as the division's only unde- 
feated teams. 

But these two titans saved their 
best for last — a 37-point, 362-total 
yard fourth quarter that saw both 
teams come from behind to take 
seemingly safe leads. The only 
thing that stopped the fireworks 
was the clock; and when it finally 
expired. North Alabama had 
( laiined a 41 34 victory and its first 
Division II title in from of 15,631 
fans at its home stadium. 

"We had it won, we lost it, tied it 
and then lost it again," Indiatia 
(Pennsylvania) coach Frank Cig- 
netti said in describing the emo 
tional roller coaster his team rode 
during the hectic fourth quarter. 

Two third-quarter touchdown 
passes by quarterback Scott Woods 
gave the Indians a 24-14 lead that 
stood up until three minutes into 
the final period. Then, in what 
C^ignetti called the biggest play of 
the game. North Alabama's Israel 
Raybon blocked a punt and gave 
the Lions possession at the Indi- 
ans' 28. Three plays later, Cody 
Gross threw a 24-yard touchdown 
pass to Demetrca Shelton to pull 
North Alabama within four with 
11:26 to play. 

"We didn't panic, but it was pretty 
obvious that we had to have some- 
body come through with a big play 
for us," North Alabama coach 
Bobby Wallace said. "Israel hap- 
pened to come through when he 



had his chance. It got us going." 

After Raybon turned the mo- 
mentum in the Lions' favor, full- 
back Brian Satlcrfield turned the 
scoreboard their way as well. His 
seveti-yard touchdown run with 
8:22 left and his 2()-yard dash with 
3:17 remaining gave North Ala 
bama a 34-24 lead aticl — seem 
ingly — cause to celebi ate. 

But the scoring was far from 
over. 

Indiana (Pennsylvania) marched 
70 yards in nine plays and pulled 
within three points on Michael 
Mann's one yard run with 1:.')4 to 
play. After recovering an onside 
kick, the Inclians lied the game at 
34 on Michael (deary's 34-yard 
field goal with just 45 seconds left. 

It looked like the teams were 
headed for the first overtime in 
title-game history, but North Ala- 
bama struck back quickly. Gross 
gained 28 yards on an option play, 
then hit Shelton 38 yards down- 
field inside the one yard line. After 
spiking the ball to kill the clock, 
(iross dived into the end /.one to 
give North Alabama the title. 

"When 1 saw myself over the 
end zone, I can't explain the feel- 
ing," Gross said. 

The teams racked up nearly 
1 ,000 yards; North Alabama totaled 
537, and Indiana (Pennsylvania) 
had 433. Sattcrfield accounted for 
180 of the Lions' 359 rushing yards, 
and Gross completed eight of 16 
passes for 178 yards. The Indians 
were led by Mann's 109 rushing 
yards and Woods' 299 yards 
through the air

Gold weather, 3.5-mile-pcr-hour 
wind gusts and Rowan's defense 
were not enough to stop Division 
Ill's top passing offense as Jim 
Ballard threw for 387 yards and 
three touchdowns and Mount Un- 
ion won the Division III Football 
Championship with a 34 24victc>ry 
December 1 1 in Salem, Virginia.

Howe\er, there is a moratorium 
on eliminating any National 
Collegiate Championship until 
after 1994-9.'). Proposed legislation 
lor the 1991 Convention (Proposal

])ioposal that would broaden its 
authority to gi ant extensions of the 
five-year/ 1 0-semester rule, the 
NCAA F.ligibility Committee dis- 
cussed pre])arations for reviewing 
sill h cases. 

I he ( ommittee met Deceniher 7- 
8 in Kansas City, Missouri. 

Proposal No. 71, which is spon- 
sored by the NCAA Ojuiicil, would 
give the I'.ligibility Committee more 
authority by motlifying NCAA 
Bylaw .'iO.ti.l re(|uirements under 
which a student-athlete could be 
granted an extension. 



Currently, the NCAA eligibility 
staff — ailing on behalf of the 
I'Uigibility (-ommittee — handles 
only extension reijucsis where a 
student-athlete is unable to attend 
an institution, fhose requests 
involving studenl-alhletes whose 
circumstances allowed them to 
remain at an institution were for- 
warded to the NCAA Admin- 
istrative Review Panel because lliey 
were outside the committee's cur- 
rent authority. 

If the proposal is approved, the 
I'^ligibility Coinmittee would review 
all cases pertaining IC) llie live- 
year/ lO-seniesler rule and begin

The proposal would eliminate 
the re(|uiiement tlial a student-ath- 
lete must be unable IC) attend an 
institution (or, in Divisions 11 and 
III, to continue enrollment on a 
full-time basis) liefoie being grant- 
ed an extension of the five-year/ 10- 
semesier rule.

in the last fiscal year were slightly 
less than $22 million. 

In another financial matter, the 
Executive Committee noted 
increases in the championships 
travel expenses for 1992-93. 
Although factors such as the loca 
tion of the participating institutions 
and the championship sites cause 
championships expenses to fluctu- 
ate from year to year, 1992-93 
expenses grew more than usual 
because of air-fare increases. 

In 1991 92, the travel expense for 
about 34,.500 participants was .$12.7 
million. In 1992-93, the number of 
participants was almost exactly the 
same (about 34,300), but the 



expense was $15.0 million. 

The committee will continue to 
nioiiilor the situation, especially in 
view of the fact that the number of 
panicipants will increase beginning 
this year because of revisions to the 
championships program that were 
announced in May. 

In matters pertaining to champi 
onships, the committee reviewed 
questions pertaining to Division I 
nlay-ins. It reaffirmed all current 
criteria and decided there would be 
no changes regarding play-ins in 
1994 (winter and spring champi- 
onships of 1993-94, fall champi- 
onships of 1994-95), except that a 
two-year waiting period that applies 
to automatic qualification now also 
applies to play-ins. 



In regard to the waiting period. 
Bylaw 31. 3.4.2-(a) and (b) state that 
any conference seeking automatic 
qualification must have been a 
member conference of the N(-AA 
for two consecutive academic years 
and that the conference must have 
conducted competition in the sport 
in question for two consecutive 
years at the time of its application 
for automatic qualification. The 
Executive Committee may grant 
waivers in both cases. 

The four Division I sports in 
which play-ins were authorized 
were baseball, women's volleyball, 
women's Softball and men's soccer. 

The Executive Committee also 
approved changes in the champi- 
onships awards program that had 



been recommended by the Special 
Subcommittee to Review the 
Championship Awards Program. 

Regiirding individual awards, the 
committee voted to: 

■ Reduce from 16 to four the 
number of teams in the Division 
I-AA Eootball Championship that 
receive individual awards, in order 
to make it consistent wdth the num- 
ber of awards for most other team 
championships. 

■ Provide watches, rather than 
mini-trophies, to members of the 
official traveling party of each 
championship team. 

■ Direct the Division I Men's and 
Women's Basketball Committees to 
review the appropriateness of the 
current policy of providing watch- 



es to game officials who work 
championship sessions. 

■ Increase the number of awards 
for top place-finishers in the Na- 
tional Collegiate Women's Golf 
Championships from 1 0 to 15. 

In another action, the Executive 
(;ommittee approved a change in 
dates for the NCAA Division I 
Men's Soccer Championship. 
Beginning in 1994, that event will 
begin the third week in November 
(rather than the second) and con- 
clude the second week in 
December (rather than the first). 
The change, which is to accom- 
modate the play-ins, was delayed 
until a study was made to determine 
how the cllange would interfere 
with exam schedules.

Executive Committee approved the 
following policy at its Decemlier .5- 
6 meeting: 

■ The application of the sports- 
sponsorship percentage guidelines 
has resulted in an overall champi 
onships program that provides 
equitable opportunities for male 
and female student athletes while 
reflecting the membership's prior- 
ities. Accordingly, sports sponsor- 
ship numbers and bracket sizes will 
be evaluated periodically, and any 
contemplated change in a specific 
championship bracket will contin 
ue to take into consideration the 
following factors, as well: (a) main- 
tenance of an erjuitable number of 
opi)Oi1unities for men and women 



in the overall championships pro 
gram, (b) responsible allocation of 
the Association's financial re- 
sources, and (c) the ability to man- 
age and administer the event effi- 
ciently. 

■ The established bracket sizes 
within each percentage category 
are not intended to be automatic; 
it is logical lliai there be interim 
steps for bracket expansion when 
some increase is warranted (for 
example, from Ki to 20 or 24 teams, 
rather than to 32). What those 
appropriate interim steps would be 
may diff er from spoil to sport and 
will be considered on a case-by- 
case basis. 

■ The Executive Committee will 
review a summary of sports spon- 



sorship annually at its December 
meeting, with a view toward long- 
range plantiing for future bracket 
expansion or reduction. At that 
time, it will monitor sponsorship 
ti ends (botli increases and decreas- 
es) and, in the case of increases in 
sponsorship, determine if the 
growth is sustained over a period 
of time. This planning is intended 
to ensure the appropriate alloca- 
tion of the Associalion's financial 
resources relative to the member- 
ship's priorities; further, it will 
encourage the maintenance of a 
consistent and equitable rjverall 
program and eliminate the need 
for spKJrts committees to submit spe- 
cific requests for bracket expansion 
independent of the Executive 
Committee's overall plan.

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Smith makes court success a long-term project

No matter what ruler you use, 
North Carohna head coach Dean 
Smith truly is a "coach for the 
ages." Whether he is compared to 
his active contemporaries or meas- 
ured against the all-lime greats of 
the college game, Smith conies up 
aces. 

(ioing into this season, he was 
fifth all-time in winning percent 
age (.VVf)) and his 774 collegiate 
victories were second all-time only 
to legendary Kentucky coach 
Adolph Rupp (876). And re- 
member, he has done this over a 
32 year span, all at North Carolina. 

Smith is first in victories at the 
current stage of his career (those 
who have coached 32 years) and 
has been the leader for each of his 
past eight years. In winning per- 
centage, he is second to Rupp's 
.837 norm for 32 year coaches. 
.Smith passed his former coach, F. 
C. "Phog" Allen, whose .773 per- 
centage is now third. (Both Smith 
and Rupp played at Kansas under 
Allen, who played there under the 
game's inventor, James Naismith.) 

.Smith entered the season 102 
victories behind Rupp's 876 Divi- 
sion I wins. Among all coaches, 
regardle.ss of classification. Smith 
trails only Rupp and Winston-Sa- 
lem's Clarence "Big House" 
Gaines, who compiled 828 victories 
in 47 years of coaching outside 
Division I. 

Of his contemporaries, Syra- 
cuse's Jim Boeheim, Louisville's 
Denny Crum, Incliana's Bob 
Knight, Temple's John C^haney 
and Georgetown's John Thomp- 
son approach Smith's longevity 
and siiccess. 

Bochcim is second all-time in 
most victories at the current stage 
of his career (411 in 16 seasons) 
and eighth in winning percentage 
(.7.'i6), while Crum is second in the 
victories category after 22 seasons 
(.'SI 8). Indiana's Knight is third in 
victories after 28 seasons (619) and 
seventh in percentage (.743). 
Thompson is third after 21 seasons 
(484), and Chaney, at the same 
stage of his career, is fourth in 
victoiies (478) and ninth in per- 
centage (.7S4). 

Other succestet 

Other coaches doing well at 
their respective stages are James 
Madison's Lefty Driesell, fourth 
with 621 victories after 31 seasons 
and eighth in percentage (.690); 
Illinois' Lou Hciison, fifth with 
609 victories after 31 seasons and 
ninth in percentage (.674); UTF.P's 
Don Haskins, fourth with 627 vic- 
tories after 32 .seasons and seventh 
in percentage (.694), and Missouri's 
Norm Stewart, sixth with 612 victo- 
ries after 32 seasons and eighth in 
percentage (.667). 

Other coaches with at Ic-ast five 
years as head of a Division I pro- 
gram who have excelled are Kan- 
sas' Roy Williams, second in victor- 
ies with 132 after five .seasons; 
Arkansas' Nolan Richardson, 
foutlh in vic tories with 308 after 1 3 
seasons; Oklahoma's Billy Tubbs, 
fourth in victories with 424 after 19 
seasons, and Oklahoma State's 
F.ddie Sutton, fifth in victories with 
.502 after 23 seasons. 

Active coaches 

Smith heads an impressive list 
of active Division I coaches who 



have averaged more than 20 victo- 
ries a year. Smith's stature among 
the all-time greats is already as- 
sured, but the Tar Heel mentorjust 
keeps on winning. For his 32 head- 
coaching seasons. Smith has aver- 
aged 24.2 victories per year (see 
accompanying table). 

He joins Syracuse's Boeheim 
(24.2 per year in 1 7 seasons) as the 
only active coaches with at least 
400 career victories who have av- 
eraged 24 wins a year. Interest- 
ingly, the leader among active 
coaches with at least five years at a 
Division I school is Kansas' Wil- 
liams, a former Smitli assistant. WiL 
liams has averaged 26.4 victories 
in five seasons in Lawrence. 

Other top-line per-season 
witiners with at least 10 years as a 
Division I head coach are Arkan- 
sas' Richardson, 23.7 per year in 
13 seasons; Louisville's Crum, 23.6 
in 22 seasons; Georgetown's 
Thompson, 23.1 in 21 seasons; 
Temple's Chaney, 22.8 in 21 sea- 
sons; Oklahoma's Tubbs, 22.3 in 
19 seasons and Indiana's Knight, 
22.1 in 28 seasons. 

Boeheim, Haskins, Knight, Ri- 
chardson, Smith and Sutton are 
among the active coaches who 
have both played and coached in 
the NCAA tournament. 

First-season winners 

The best active coaches for vie 
tories in their first season are 
Montana's Blaine Taylor with 27 
in 1992 and Boeheim, Crum, Ri- 
chardson (at Tulsa) and Memphis 
State's Larry Finch, all with 26. 
The all-time leader is Indiana 
State's Bill Hodges, who fashioned 
a 33-1 mark in 1979 behind the 
play of Larry Bird. 

Looking for some rising stars? 
How about Kansas' Williams and 
Xavicr's (Ohio) Pete Gillen, who is 
eighth in victories with 180 after 
eight seasons. The career-begin- 
nings lists for Division I were com 
piled by Gary K. Johnson, NCAA 
statistics coordinator, over a span 
of five years. 

Longevity 

North Carolina's Smith is in his 
33rd season at the helm of the Tar 
Heels, lying UTEP's Haskins for 
second place on the list of active 
coaches with the most years at one 
school. Mount St. Mary's (Mary- 
land) James Phelan leads the active 
list with 39 seasons — all at the 
Emmitsburg, Maryland, school. All 
three men have spent their entire 
head coaching careers at one in- 
stitution. Louisville's Crum is next 
with 22 seasons, followed by 
Georgetown's Thompson at 2 1 . 

Other coaches who have 
coached elsewhere but boast long 
stints at their present schools arc 
Princeton's Pete Carril and Mis 
souri's Stewart, both 26 years; In- 
diana's Knight, 22, and Holy Cross' 
(ieoigc Blaiiey and Louisiana 
.Stale's Dale Brown, both 21. 

The all-time leaders for coach- 
ing at one school are Deftul's Ray 
Meyer and Western Kentucky's Ed 
Diddle, both with 42 years. Butler's 
Tony Hinklc and Kentucky's Rupp 
liad 41 years each. The all time 
leader in longevity is Kiinsas' Allen, 
who coached 48 years at four dif- 
ferent schools. 

Smith's success at North Caro- 
lina is unprecedented; his Tar Heel 
teams have posted 26 consecutive 
20-victory seasons, followed by 
Kentucky's Rupp and Jerry Tar

With f)20 victoiies going into the 
present sea.son, C^onradt was more 
than 100 victories ahead of her 
closest competitor — Tennessee's 
Pal Summiti at 499. Early this sea- 
son, Summiti became only ihe third 
women's coach in history to pass 
500 career victories. The only other 
head coach in that elite group in

578 victories. 

Other active Division I wrjmen's 
coaches well on the way to the 500

In Division II, Delta State's Lloyd 
Clark topped all coaches at 267-45 
(.856), followed by Pittsburgh- 
Johnstown's Jodi Gault at 265 45 
(.855), Northern State's Curt Fred 
ickson (.821), Cal Poly Pomona's 
May (.815), North Dakota's Gene 
Roebuck (.813), Bloomsburg's Joe 
Bressi (.810) and Norfolk State's 
James Sweat (.808). Hampton's Tiny 
Laster is behind May with 391 
career victories in Division II. 

In Division III, Southern 
Maine's Gary Fifield tops the list 
with a 151 26 (.853) mark in six 
years. He is followed by St. John 
Fisher's Phillip Kahler at 462-86 
(.843), Moravian's Mary Beth Spirk 
(.837), Washington's (Missouri) 
Nancy Fahey (.810), Salem State's 
Tim Shea (.807), Wartburg's Mon- 
ica Severson (.801) and Scranton's 
Mike Strong (.800). Kahler was the 
division's victory leader with 462, 
followed by Bridgewater's (Vir 
ginia) Laura Mapp (447) and Eli 
zabethtown's Yvonne Kauffman 
I (402).

Deregulation package pertaining to recruiting to get first test from membersfiip at Convention

viewed in the November 22 issue 
of The NCAA News). Although 
those 12 proposals are the last to 
appear in the Official Notice of 
the Convention, they will be acted 
upon in the recruiting grouping 
and will be voted on separately in 
the appropriate business sessions. 

The proposals — which seek ac- 
tions ranging from the simplifica- 
tion of existing legislation to the 
elimination of provisions deemed 
unnecessary or obsolete — arc the 
first to result from what the Legis- 
lative Review Committee antici- 
pates will be a five-year effort to 
review various bylaws for deregu- 
lation opportunities. 

The NCAA Council, which has 
endorsed the committee's project, 
agreed to place the recruiting de- 
regulation proposals on the Con- 
vention agenda as a package. 

Package features 

Proposals in the package in- 
clude; 

■ Two measures to eliminate 
the prohibition against visiting a 
prospect's high school more than 
once a week during a contact pe- 
riod. 

One of those proposals would 
affect all Divisions I and II sports 
except football and basketball, 
while the other offers the mem- 
bership the option of including 
those two sports. 

In its rationale statements for 
the proposals, the committee ob 
serves that abuses in this area 
occur primarily in football and 
basketball, but it suggests that the 
reduction of administrative and 
compliance burdens created by 
the legislation is of greater benefit 
than maintaining the prohibition. 

■ A proposal to eliminate re- 
strictions on the number of tele- 
phone calls that can be made to a 
prospective student-athlete in Di- 
visions I and II sports other than 
football and basketball. The legis 
laiion would prohibit such calls 
before July 1 after a prospect's 
junior year in high school. 

That proposal is related to a 
deregulation proposal in the Pres- 
idents Commission grouping that 
proposes elimination of the one- 
call-pcr-week restriction during 
contact periods in Divisions 1 and 
II football and adoption of the 
July 1 start date for telephone 
contacts in that sport. 

■ A measure to eliminate re- 
strictions on publicity for the re- 
cruitment of prospective student 
athletes in sports other than foot- 
ball and basketball. The purpose 
of the proposal is to eliminate 
overregulation while giving a boost 
to underpublicized sports. 

Also in the package are propos- 



als that would simplify legisla- 
tion — for example, by significantly 
shortening the list of activities that 
would constitute recruitment of a 
prospective student-athlete and by 
shortening the list of specific ex- 
amples of "unavoidable incidental 
contacts" with prospects. Other 
proposals would cut back restric- 
tions on physical workouts during 
campus visits or on employment of 
student-athletes in camps and clin- 
ics that currently are applicable 
only in Division I. 

Other recruiting measure* 

In addition to the deregulation 
package, the recruiting grouping 
includes 14 proposals sponsored 
by the Council or by member insti 
tutions. 

The Council-sponsored mea 
sures include a proposal to require 
institutions to provide a hearing to 
a student-athlete who is denied 
permission to discuss a transfer 
with another institution or is de- 
nied the written release required 
for immediate eligibility under the 
one-time transfer exception. 

It also is proposing: 

■ An end to Divisions I and II 
institutions' use of services that 
provide published recruiting or 
scouting information about pros- 
pects in football and basketball. 

■ Measures pertaining to sports 
camps and clinics, including a 
proposal that would make any 
noninstitutional basketball event 
during the July evaluation pe- 
riod — not only basketball camps 
— subject to certification by the 
Association. That proposal is 
aimed at camps that have changed 
their format to avoid certification 
requirements recently adopted in 
Division I. 

The Council also is opposing 
three membership proposals in 
the grouping, including a Division 
II proposal that would permit eval- 
uation of prospects at any men's 
high-school all star game within 
the stale where the evaluating 
school is located and a Division I 
proposal permitting schools to pro- 
vide special parking at an athletics 
event for a prospect making an 
unofficial visit. 

It also is opposing a Division II 
football proposal that would make 
dates for permissible telephone 
contacts with prospects consistent 
with those in Divisions I-A and 
I-AA football, but that measure 
would become moot if the pro- 
posal in the deregulation package 
pertaining to telephone calls is 
adopted. 

Amateurism 

Heading a group of 1 3 proposals 
in the awards/expenses/ amateu- 
rism grouping is a measure that 



would permit a basketball student- 
athlete to enter a professional bas- 
ketball league's draft and then 
regain eligibility for intercollegiate 
competition within 30 days of the 
draft. 

The proposal, developed by the 
N(;AA Professional Sports Liaison 
Committee, would make basketball 
more consistent with ice hockey or 
baseball. Basketball student-ath- 
letes currently must give permis- 
sion to be included in the National 
Basketball Association draft — an 
act that requires the athlete to 
forfeit collegiate eligibility — while 
ice hockey and baseball athletes 
can be included in a draft without 
giving permission. 

Also in the grouping are two 
proposals resulting from recom 
mendations of the NC'AA Special 
Committee to Review Financial 
Conditions in Intercollegiate Ath- 
letics. The proposals — which the 
Council will sponsor without tak- 
ing a position — would eliminate 
training-table meals outside the 
playing season for student-athletes 
and end schools' practice of pro- 
viding off-campus housing on the 
night before a regular-season 
home game. 

The purpose of both proposals 
is to achieve cost savings. 

Other proposals in the grouping 
address such topics as the sale of 
trading cards featuring student- 
athletes, payment of an athlete for 
appearances in commercial ad- 
vertisements before that athlete 
enrolls in college, permissible ex- 
penses for athletes preparing for 
international competition and for 
their families, elimination of re- 
strictions on whom a student-ath- 
lete may place on a pass list for 
complimentary admission to an 
athletics event, and student-athlete 
travel expense restlictions. 

Summary 

Following is a summary of the 
proposals in the awards/ ex- 
petises/amateurism and recruiting 
groupings. Also indicated are the 
sponsors, positions taken (if any) 
by the C^ouncil, actions resulting 
from committee review of the pro- 
posal (if any), and the business 
session in which the proposal 
would be acted on. 

Awards/expenses/amateurism 

No. 120: R rmil a student athlete in bas- 
ketball to enter a professional league's draft 
without jeopardizing eligiljility in that sport, 
,is long as the student-athlete declares the 
intention to resume intercollegiate basket- 
ball participation within .SO days after the 
draft. S|Xin.5ored by the Council; recom- 
mended by the Professional Sports Liaison 
Committee. General business session; all 
divisions voting together. 

No 121; Prohibit the sale of player trading 
cards (bearing the names or pictures of 
student-athletes who have eligibility re 
maining) as a permissible promotional 



activity. Sponsored by the Council; recom- 
mended by the Communications Coiiunit- 
tee. General business session; all divisions 
voting together. 

No. 122: Permit an individual to receive 
payment for the display of athletics skill in a 
commercial advertisement belc)re enroll- 
ment in college, as long as the U.S. Olympic 
Committee or an appropriate national go- 
verning body approves of the content and 
the production of the advertisement and 
the funds arc lorwardcd to the U.S. Olympic 
Committee or national governing body and 
are not eannarked for the individual. Spon- 
sored by the Council; recommended by the 
Olympic Sports Liaison Committee. General 
business session; all divisions voting to- 
gether. 

No. 123: Permit the spouse, parents, legal 
guardians or other relatives of an individual 
who will participate in the Olympic Games 
to receive travel expenses to attend the 
Games from a commercial company or 
members of the local community without 
Jeopardizing the individual's intercollegiate 
athletics eligibility. Sponsored by the Coun- 
cil; recommended by the Olympic Sports 
Liaison Committee. General business ses 
sion; all divisions voting together. 

No. 124: Permit an individual to receive 
actual and necessary expenses for develop- 
mental training programs conducted at any 
time during the year, as long as the individ- 
ual misses no class time and the program 
does not conflict with the individual's par 
ticipation in institutional competition. Spon- 
sored by the Council; recommended by the 
Olympic Sports Liaison Committee. General 
business session; all divisions voting to 
gcther. 

No. 125: Prohibit a sports agent from 
being appointed to an institution's profes- 
sional sports counseling panel. Sponsored 
by the Council; recommended by the Pro- 
fessional Sports Ijaison Committee. General 
business session; all divisions voting to- 
gether. 

No. 126: Preclude Division 1 institutions 
from providing training table meals to stu- 
dent-athletes outside the playing season. 
Sponsored by the Council with no position 
takerr, recommended by the Special Com 
mittee to Review Financial Conditions in 
Intercollegiate Athletics. Divisions 1 and 1-A 
business sessions. 

No. 127; Kliminate special pregame hous- 
ittg for sludent-athletes before regular- 
season competition at home. Sponsored by 
the Council with no position taken; recom- 
mended by the Special Committee to Review 
Financial Conditions in Intercollegiate Ath- 
letics Divisions I, 1-A and 111 business 
sessions. 

No. 128: Pt rmit an institution to pay the 
fee charged by the NCAA Initial Eligibility 
Clearinghouse lo establish the initial-eligi- 
bility status of a nonrecruited student-ath- 
lete. Sponsored by the Council; recom- 
mended by the Special Commillee lo 
Oversee Implementation of the NCAA In 
itial-Eligibility Clearinghouse. Divisions I 
and II business sessions. 

No. 129: Eliminate restrictions on whom 
a student athlete may place on a pass list to 
receive complimentary admissiotts. Spon- 
sored by the Adantic Coast C:onference. 
Committee on Financial Aid and Amateu- 
rism position: None. Opposed by the C-oun 
cil. Division I business session 

No. 130; Eliminate the travel expense 
exception for travel after regular-season 
competition during a vacation period. Spon- 
sored by the Council; reconmiended by the 
Interpretations Commillee.

No. 138: Specify that Division II men's 
basketball coaches may evaluate prospects 
during any men's high-school all-star game 
that occurs within the state in which the 
member institution is located. Spon.sored 
by eight Division II members. Recruiting 
C.nininiltee position: Support. Opposed by 
Ihc Council. Division II business session. 

No. 1.39: In Division 11 football, prohibit 
telephone contact with a prospective stu 
(Icm-alhlete before August 15 after comple 
tion of the prospect's junior year in high 
school, limit telephone contact to once per 
week from August 1 .5 through November 30, 
peniiil telephone contacts with a prospective 
student athlete at the institution's discretion 
between December 1 and February 15, and 
limit telephone contact from February 16 
ihi ough August M of the prospect's senior 
year to once per week. Sponsored by 1 1 
Division II members. Recruiting Committee 
position: .Suppon. Opposed by the Council. 
Division 11 business session. 

No. 140: rtrniit Division 1 institutions to 
use a loll-free (1 800) telephone number to 
receive telephone calls from prospective 
student-athletes.

(1992) and the Voting Coniiniltee

Cautt is the second person from 
the Big Eight staff or a Big Eight 
institution to serve as an NC1\A offi 
ccr. Earl S. FuUbrook, faculty ath 
letics representative at the 
University of Nebraska, Lincoln, 
was secretary-treasurer from 1952 
to 1954. 



(iautt was a standout running 
back at the University of Oklahoma 
in the late 1 950s under coach Bud 
Wilkinson. He was the first black 
student-athlete at Oklahoma, and 
although he endured taunts and 
insults after he brtjkc the color bar 
rier, he ended up being one of the 
most popular Oklahoma players 
ever. 



He was named the most valuable 
player in his final collegiate game, 
Ihc 1959 Orange Bowl. He also was 
a two-lime all-Big Eight first-teaiti 
selection and alstj won academic 
all-Anicrica hontjrs. 

He played prtjfcssitjnally for 
eight years, seven with the St. Louis 
Cardinals. He later coached at the 
University of Missouri, Columbia, 



and became the athletics depart- 
ment's academic counselor and 
counseling psychologist He earned 
his Ph.D. in counseling psychcjlogy 
from Missouri and continues to 
have a limited psychology practice 
today. 

Gautt's wife, Sandy, is an associ- 
ate vice-chancellor at the LInivcrsity 
of Kansas.

Supreme Court lets reinstatement ruling stand 



The U.S. Siiprt'iiic Court 
November 29 refused to vacate a 
court order tec|uiring Colorado 
State IJiiiveisity ttj field a women's 
soflball team. 

Colorado State, citing budgctaiy 
problems, ilroppcd its baseball and 
women's soflball yjrograms in June 
1992. Members of tlic Softball teitm 
sued, charging the sclitjol with vio- 
lations ol Title IX regulations. 

Two lower courts ruled in their 
favor and ordered the school to 
reiiistiite the team, fhe Stipteiuc 
C^oun allowed thtjsc rulings to stand 
without comment, according to The 
Associated Press. 

Stiile officials had argued dial lite 
univcrsily was wrongly found lo 
have acted illegally bec ause there 
was no gender-based discrimina- 
tion. Their appeal also contended 
that a Federal judge exceeded her 
authority in ot tiering soflball rein- 
stated. 



At the lime the spcjrt was 
dropped, (Colorado State fielded 
eight varsily wtjiuen's teams and 
seven vat sity men's teams. Hut 77 
percent of the school's spending on 
intercollegiate athletics weiu lor 
men's teams. 

While wotiieti composed 48.2 
percent of ihe undergradtiate slti- 
dem population, women sltident- 
athletes were .S7.7 perteni of 
Colorado .State varsity athletes. 

liascd on that disparity, U.S. 
District Judge Zita Weinshienk in 
Deiivei ruled female athletics par- 
ticipation at Colfjrado State was not 
"substantially proportionate to 
female enrollment" and therefore 
found that dropping the soflball 
program was illegal. 

Tlie judge also cited the school's 
"failure to demonstrate a history of 
program expansion for wotiicn 
and. ..effective at c ommodalioti of 



female students' inlerests and abil- 
ities." 

She ordered Colorado Stale lo 
reinstate the softball team in time 
for some fall play. The learn pat - 
ticipated in two tournaments and is 
to begin a full spring schedule in 
March. 

The lOth U.S. Clircuit Couil of 
Appeals upheld Wcinshienk's rul- 
ing in July, 1 ejecting the universi- 
ty's argument that intentional dis- 
ciimination must be shown before 
a Title IX violalioti can Ije found. 

I he appeals court also said the 
judge was jtislified in ordering the 
Softball progiani reinstated, rather 
than giving ihe school a chance lo 
ilecide Iiow itj comply with Title IX. 

In their apjieal lo the Supreme 
Couil, attorneys for ihe sc hool said 
Federal appeals courts have 
reached conflicting rulings on 
whether the law "bars only inten- 



tional dist limittation or whether it 
places upon educational instilu- 
tions affirmative obligations to 
ensure that tlie gender < f>ttipositi<jn 
of their athletics depart inents iiiir- 
itjts the gender composition of 
their student bodies." 

The ajjpcal said the issue "affects 
viilually every edut alional itistitu- 
tion in the country." 

Coloiado State's aigLimetils weie 
supported in friend-of-lhe-court 
liriefs subtititted by the American 
Council on F.dtic atif)n, the College 
Football Associalioti and the 
National Wrestling Coaches 
Association. 

Altorrieys representing mosl of 
the members of the soflball leaiii 
urged the justices lo rejet t the 
appeal. They said llie uiiivei sity's 
defense boils down to: "We are 
only doing what eveiybody else is 
doing."

Counc il reviewed the ajjplieation of Bylaw 15.2.4.2 lo vari- 
ous Federal entitlement programs, including the (>.I. Bill of 
Rights and other educational benefits lor veieraiis. The 
Council utilized the provisions of NCAA Constitution 
5.1.1.1.1 (modification ol wording) lo amend the provisions 
of Bylaw 15.2.4.2 as follows: 

1. Replace the i . l. Bill of Rights in Bylaw 15.2.4.2-(a) with 
the Montgomery Ci.l. Bill — Ac tive Duty and the Montgomery 

Bill — Selec ted Reserve. 

2. .Substitute the Dependents Kducation Assistance 
Progi-<im (DFAP) for the War Oqjhans Educational Program 
in Bylaw l5.2.4.2-(c), inasmuch as the war oiphatis prcjgi am 
was renamed 17 years ago. 

'^. S|)ecifically list the Reinstated Knlillemelit Program for 
Survivors (RKPS) as part c)f the Social Security Insurance 
Progr am referenced in Bylaw 15.2.1.2-(c), inasmuch as the 
RKPS is a comjjonent (if the Social Security Insurance 
Program rather than a separate Veterans lienefit Program. 

Furlher, the Council utilized the piovisions of Ccjiistituticjn 
5. 3. 1. 1. 1 (noncoiuroversi;il airiendinent) to amend the pro- 



visions of Bylaw 15.2.4.2 to include the Vocational 
Rehabilitaticjn foi Service Disabled Veterans Program and 
the Veterans Kducational Assistance Prograin (VF.AP) as 
exempted gcjvernmcnt grants under Bylaw 15.2.4.2. 

NCAA Bylaw 15.2.4.1 

Pell Grants 

NCAA iir.stitutions should note that a student-athlete may 
receive <i Pell (Irant in c ombiiiation with cjther institution- 
al fniaricial aid, pnjvided the overall grant total does not 
exceed the value cjf a full grant-in-aid plus $2,400 in Division 
I institutions or $900 in Division II or III instituticjns, <jr the 
student-athlete's cost of attendance per Bylaw 15.01.7, 
whichever is less. Please note, however, (hat during its 
October 1 1-12, I'.l'.W, meeting, llie Council utilized the pro- 
visions of Ojnstitution 5.3.1.1.1 to amend Bylaw 15.2.4.1 to 
make the legislation applicable only tcj Divisions I and II 
instiluliotis, inasmuch as in Divisicjn III a full grant-in-aid 
and cost of attendance are defined in the same way, so the 
cost cjf attendance always will be less lhan a full grant-in- 
aid plus $900 in Pell Grant funds. 

NCAA Bylaw 30.10.5-(e)-(1) 

Division I football — dead period during the American 
Football Coaches Association convention 

Division I institutions should note that the l!)9.'5-94 Manual 



(Figure 13-5, page 113) incorrectly indicates that there is a 
dead period from January 10-13, 1994. In accordance with 
Bylaw 30.1().5-(e)-(l), a dead period exists during the 
American Football Coaches Association's convenlicjii, which 
is scheduled forjanuaiy 10-12, 1994. Thus, the dead peri- 
od runs Irom January 10 to 12, 1994; and from Januaiy 13, 
1994, through 8 a.m. Januaiy 31, 1994, a contact |)eric)d would 
be in effect. 

In addition, Figure 13-5 incorrectly indicates that there is 
a contact period from Fel)ruaiy 5 at 8 a.m. through Februaiy 
7, 1994. The calendar should indicate that there is a con- 
tact pet ifjd fi cjiii February 4 at 8 a.m. through Feliruaiy 7, 
1994.

Tlie service is best kncjwn 
for offering live play-by-play 
broadcasts of college and 
professional sports. 

Those wishing to listen lo 
Convention sessions sched- 
uled for January 9 through 
12 can do so by calling a toll- 
free telephone number, 
800/846 4700. Callers will 
be asked for the four-digit 
access code assigned to llie 
NCAA for the Convention, 
which is 6222 (or "NCl^"). 

Charges for listening to 
the broadcast can be paid 
with Visa or Mastercard. The 
charges are between 50 cents 
and 20 cents per minute, 
depending on how long the 
caller listens.
